Zr. Parkinson stated that a great 
range of-troublcs are placed under the 
heading of heart disease wrongfully. 
There are many alleged causes of 
heart_disease, such as nervous strain, 
and so on, which do not really cause 
permanent damage to the heart. “The 
athletic heart,” like the strained heart, 
is a myth, and the tobacco smoker 
may go blazing ahead with the full 
|} knowledge that tobacco has nothing 
to do with heart diseage. 

Dr. Parkinson states emphatically 
that the evidence .of tobacco causing 
permanent disease of the heart ts 
wery small indeed. It Js easy to show 
that the early reported cases were 
due to something else. Smoking has 
a slight effect in increasing the heart 
rate and raising the blood pressure, 
but this occurs during actual smoking 
and for sometime afterwards. There 
iis no good evidence that it causes per- 
manent injury to the heart. 

The main cause of heart disease, 
according to this eminent British au- 
thority, is rheumatic fever; and such 
complaints as palpitation, dizziness 
and fainting weakness need not neces- 
sarily give an impression that heart 
disease is present,

Seeing Through The Skin 


French Scientist Claims That It Is 
Possible To See Tnrough the 
Skin 
The startling statement has been 
made by M. Jules Romain, a French 
sclentist, that the blind might actual- 
ly see—not with their eyes, but with 
the skin of the face, neck and chest. 
Apparently, according to M. Romain's 
theory, such a gift is common to all, 
but in the average person the sight- 
seeing power of the cyes overcomes 
the weaker sight of the other organs. 
If we all had this power developed, St 
\is stated that it would be possible for 
us to see in a surrounding circle from 
various angles of the body through 
“myriad eyes.” The first essential 
for the man er woman who wishes to 
develop this gift is to bring about a 
complete concentration of all his at- 
tention. Considerable time must 
elapse before the result of this quiet 
concentration can become apparent.

No Poultry Farms But Every Family 
Raises Chickens 

More than 1,000,000,000 eggs are ex- 
ported from China annually, according 
to estlmates of the Foodstuffs Divi- 
sion of the Department of Commerce 
of the United States. The annual 
production of eggs in that country is 
placed by the same authority at 26,- 
250,000,000, or the product of 350,000,- 
000 laying hens at an average of 75 
each. In additicn to eggs exported 
{n the shell approximately 57,642,000 
pounds of egg albumen aud yolk and 
86,812,000 pounds of frozen cggs are 
shipped out of China cach year. <A 
report prepared on the subject -says 
that Japan is the prinefpal market for 
Chinese eggs in tbe shell,.while Great 
Britain taices ‘more than half the al- 
bumen and yolk and almost all the 
frozen eggs exported. The United 
States buys only one-fourth as much 
egg albumen and yolk from China as 
does Great Britain, The bulk of the 
large quantities of eg gg products im- 
ported by the United States, however, 
comes from China. ‘The cost of pro- 


ducing eggs in China is very low,” the 
‘report concludes. “There are no 
poultry farme. A few chickens are 


raised by almost every family, and are 

fed table seraps with coarse rice or 
low-grade wheat and other crop refuse, 
vegetable scraps. and what can ba 
picked up in the yards and fields.”

The Bulgarian people celebrated a 
unique holiday on May 24 when 
throughout the country was observed 
the “name day” of the Slavic, or Cyril- 
lac, alphabet and of its creators, the 
monks Cyril and his brother Metho- 
dius. It was in the ninth century and 
from the city of Salonica that these 
holy men promulgated their alphabet.

One of the notable observances 
took place at the Monastery of St. Ivan 
of Rila, in the mountains above Samo- 
kév, where the Bulgarian letters creat- 
ed by the apostles from Latin, Greek 
and Hebrew material, were preserved 
from extiaction during the Turkish 
domination of five centuries. 

The celebration of the day is also 
marked by the Orthodox Church to re- 
call the introduction of Christianity 
among the Bulgarian people, and its 
spread to the othcr Slavic peoples by 
the followers of Sts. Cyril and Metho- 
dius. :

KNOTTY POINTS 
TO BE SETTLED 
AT CONFERENCE 


Parls.—The aims and objects of the 
inter-allied conference and the views 
of France and Great Britain as to how 
the controversial points at issue may 
be settled are set forth in a text which 
Premier MacDonald and~M. Herriott 
agreed should be substituted for the 
British text, which caused a storm of 
protests in opposition circles in 
France, 

The new teXt sets for a series of 
provisions: 

1—Botlv countrics confirm their ac- 
ceptance of the Dawes report. 
agree that the arrange- 
ments to be made under the Dawes 
plan must not infringe upon the_au- 
thority of the Reparation Commission. 

38—In case the Reparation Commis- 
sion declares Germany in voluntary 
default in the executioa of the Dawes 
plan the interested governments un- 
dertake to confer immediately as to 
the measures for putting into effect 
the penalties, concerning which they 
shall have coms to an agreement pre- 
viously for their protection and for the 
protection of the subscribers to the 
loan to Germany. 

4—The plan whereby the economic 
and fiscal unity of Germany shall be 
re-established when the Reparation 
Commission shall have reported the 
Dawes plan in effect, will be drawn up 
by the inter-allied conference. 

5—Common accord of the govern- 
ments alone can modify the experts’ 


‘plan in case experience proves that 


changes are necessary. 

6—The allies shall set up an organi- 
zation to study and report on the 
utilization of payments made by Ger- 
many toward reparation. 

The text points out that while the 
Reparation Commission cannot be 
dispossessed of its prerogative to de- 
cide when Germany is in default, 
guarantees must be provided for the 
subscribers to the German loan of 
$00,000,000 marks.

Chicago.—Chief Morgan Collins’ 
drive to make the streets safe for 
pedestrians showed surprising results 
in one day. . Not one serious accident 
was reported at nightfall. More than 
forty arrests were made during the 
day and Collins said the police warn- 
ing had a noticeable effect on the 
speed of cars.

The tunnel would be 36 miles long, as 
compared with the Simplon ‘Tunnel fn 
the Alps, which Is the longest tunnel 
at present, and is only 12 miles. It

tunnel now is that under the Severn 
liver in) England, whieh is just) four 
miles.

Strength Of Insects : 
Almost Unimaginable 


Common Beetle Can Move 112 Times 
Its Own Weight 

When lelsurefy sporting in the air, 
the fly flles at the rate of five feet a 
second, but if a blrd gives chase, the 
fly can increase bis speed to thirty- 
five feet a second. 

It“vould take 10,000,000: flies to equal 
the weight of a racehorse. Clearly, 
if flies were horees, keeping their 
present powers in ratio to size, they 
would gO like lightning. 

A fly so minute as to be alingat In- 
visible was timed to run six-inches in 
a second, and it was calculated that 
even that short run cost him over 1,000 
steps. 

If that fly were a man with only & 
two-foot-long stride when running, it 
could run at the rate of twenty miles 
a minute. : 

The strength of some iusects is im- 
mense and almost untmaginable. A 
common beetle was covered by having 


-}a quart bottle of milk placed over him, 


so that he should be kept captive 
without betng hart. To the caplor’s 
amazement, the bottle began moving 
and gliding along the table. ‘The bee- 
tle was ptshing along 112 times its 
own Welght. 

If that beetle were a boy who hap- 
pened to be Imprisoned by having the 
bell of St. Paul's, London, 
weighing 12,000 pounds, set on top of 
him, be could march along on a smooth 
pavement and push his prison pefors 
him. 

A careful and scientitle experimont 
was made with a ground-beetle by an 
entomologist. Me welghed his bectle, 
and found that it turned the scale at 
three and a half grains. He then at- 
tached tt by silk thread to a piece of 
paper on which ® weight was laid. 

That beetle moved gasily up a plana 
of five degrees inclination, dragging al- 
ter it 125 grains. 

If it were a man, it would be able to 
drag up a hill of the same slope a 
wagon weighing two tons and a halG 
and having no wheels.

THE BAPTISM OF JESUS 

Golden Text: Thou art my beloved 
Son, in thee I am well pleased. Mark 
1.11. 

Lesson: Mark 1.1-11. 

Devotional Reading: Isaiah 42.1-4. 

Reference Material: Matthew-3.1-17; 
Luke 3.1-22; John 1.19-34. 


The Text Explained and Illumined 


I. The Supersciiption to Mark’s Gos- 
pel, verse 1. Here begins the good 
tidings concerning Jesus Christ, the 
Son of God. 

II. The Herald of the Christ, verses 
2-8, All we know about the youth and 
early manhood-of John the Baptist is 
told in Lk. 1.80:. He grew, and waxed 
strong in spirit, und was in the deserts 
till the day of his showing unto 
Israel. Jobln the Baptist came as 
Isaiah had foretold. The first verse 
of the quotation that follows is from 
Malachi 3.1, the second, from Isaiah 
40.3. “To ascribe it all.to Isaiah was 
an inaccuracy, doubtless, but not 
through an error of memory, but 
through indifference to greater ex- 
actness, the quotation from Isaiah be- 
ing what chiefly occupied the mind. 
It is something analogous to attrac- 
tion in grammar. It is Mark’s only 
citation on his own account” (Bruce). 
John came to prepare the way of the 
Lord by preaching in the wilderness 
and calling, upon the people to repent 
and be baptized. “It is now gererally 
admitted that  proselyte baptism 
must have been the rule in Israel 
long before the time of’ John, and in- 
deed from the very earliest days of 
Jewish propagandism John met those 
who came to his baptism as the 
‘proselyte of rightéousness’ was met 
when he ‘sought to pass from the 
gates of Judaism into the sanctuary 
itself, with certain vigorous demands. 
The progelyt? had to renounce his 
past, to renounce it so utterly that 
when he stepped out of the waters of 
baptism he was regarded, in the 
common language of the rabbis, as be- 


ing ‘born again,’ or as being a ‘little| 


child just born.’ And John, standing 
by the Jordan, met Israel with similar 
demands” (John C. Labert).

Quick Response From Liner 

An interesting page from the log of 
the S.S. Empress of Scotland, contains 
details of the assistance rendered the 
S.S. Digby on the last westbound trip 
of the big Canadian Pacific liner. The 
entry reads as follows:—“At noon, 
when the ship was in latitude 63.04 
north, longitude 31.34 west, a general 
radio was sent out by the S.S. Digby 
reading: ‘All stations. Digby noon, 
position 53.42 north, 36.05 west, course 
73 true, speed 13 Imnots, requests posi- 
tions of vessels in vicinity having on 
board diphtheria antitoxin as this is 
urgently required. (Signed) West- 
gart. 

“Calculations of these positions 
made ships 130 sniles apart. After 
consulting with the ship’s surgeon our 
course was adjusted to meet the S.S. 
Digby and at 4 p.m. she was sighted 
nearly ahead. At 4.37-p.m. her boat 
was alongside and in an hermetically 
sealed case the medicine was trans- 
ferred atonce. The vessels proceed- 
ed on their voyages after the exchange 
of greetings. From the reduction of 
speed on approaching the Digby life- 
boat until the engines of the Empress 
of Scotland were on full speed ahead, 
was only a matter of ten minutes, 
namely reduced speed at 4.37 p.m., full 
speed ahead, 4.47 p.m.
